4. Claims 1 7-1 8, 21-22, 26-28, 31 -32, 37, 47-48, 51 -52, and 57 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art fails to teach a throttling unit that is configured to throttle the user of the first 
apparatus by (a) modifying the value of the TCP window size field of the package so as 
to change the value from a value present in that field in the packet received by said 
packet receiving unit in accordance with (1) the level of service subscribed to the user of 
the first apparatus and (2) bandwidth usage associated with the user of the first 
apparatus, and (b) sending the modified packet to the second apparatus so that the 
second apparatus receives the so modified packet that has, in its TCP window size 
filed, a value different from the value present in that field in the packet received by said 
packet receiving unit in conjunction with all other limitations in the claim.
